The ereation of a military auxiliary 
service is Something which should ‘have been 
done long before China permitted herself to be 
engaged in the present hostilities, for it is ap- 
parent that much of China's. present failure in 
the fleld, was not due to the insufficiency of her 
men of any lack of bravery on thelr part, but 
rather to the practically complete absence of 
those services with which it Is imperative that 
any modern army shauld be equipped. With

Peking, Dec. 14. 

Less than 24 hours afier the fall 
‘of Nanking, a Provisional Govern- 
mont of the Republic of China was 
formally inaugurated at the Chujen 
Hall here this morning. 

In a manifesto read. at the cero- 
mony by Dr. Tang Erno, the Com- 
missioner-General, the new adminls- 
‘ration announced Its~ opposition to 
the Kuomintang, Government “and 
‘Communism and expressed Its desire 
to co-operate with Japan, and Mar 
choukuo. 

Inimediatoly after the ceremony, it 
was announced here that the East

Similar action will be taken by the

‘seek to obtain some shelter in proximity to 
neutral war vessels and shipping is un-| 
derstandable, if not entirely praiseworthy, but 
in dealing with them it is the bounden duty 
of the Japanese to make such arrangements 
‘as Will ensure the safety of those against 
‘whom their operations are not directed. ‘This 
Journal is still of the opinion that these in- 
‘eldents were purely accidental, but that 
‘attention should be directed towards the 
‘elimination of possibility of their recurrence. 
Neutral vessels above the booms cannot

suggested that there has been any display of 
negligence in the matter. ‘The question then 
‘arises as to what more can be done. Is it to 
be expected that, when the Japanese forces 
advance on Hankow, neutral shipping must 
retreat up to Chungking, and that when’ 
Chungking is threatened, if ever it is, it must 
proceed even further westward? ‘The fact 
is that this simply cannot be done. ‘The 
Tibetan watershed is not the final refuge for 
‘such shipping because it can never get there: 
it has to remain in the navigable waters of 
the Yangtze and remaining there has every 
reason to expect that full consideration shail 
be accorded the difficulties of its position. 
‘That, and that alone, is the only modus 
‘operandi which is both “well-recognized and 
readily understandable” and amounts to the 
punctilious abstention from dropping bombs 
‘on oF firing at objectives whose identity has 
‘not been ascertained beyond the peradventure 
‘of a doubt. It is realized that this places a 
very onerous responsibility upon both con 
tending forces, but there it is, and the 
Interests of all concerned are best served by 
realizing that such is the case. That this 
puts aviators, who have at times but split 
seconds in which to make their decisions, at 
‘a grave disadvantage has to be admitted, but 
‘even then it is mot such as cannot be over- 
ome, And it is desirable that this course 
should be adopted. ‘The consequences of any 
procedure likely ‘to antagonize opinion in 
Britain and the United States could be most 
serious, Japanese action up to the present 
has indicated their every real concern over 
these incidents, That satisfactory solutions 
will be reached is most devoutly to be hoped 
for, and with patience and restraint on all 
sides, and the earnest endeavour on the part 
‘of Japan to ensure that such accidents will 
not occur again, or that at least ever y reason~ 
fable precaution is taken towards that end, 
there should be a mitigation of the bitterness 
which has been engendered and a definite 
Improvement in the relations between the: 
three countries involved, And one last word. 
‘The Japanese have demonstrated their bor 
fides in this manner by the eelerity with which 
‘they followed the only honourable course open 
to them, It would be unjust toaseribe to them 
motives. which few thinking people will 
Believe. The world at large will be ready to 
give them the benefit of the doubt. That 
readiness will be quickened by the absence

THE BUND RACKET

protest appearing i 
dgainst the state of affairs which at present 
prevail on the Bund of “racketeering” 
in connection with the handling of 
‘cargo landed there. With the stoppage of 
ordinary wharf activity the only facilities 
in the Settlement for the unloading of cargo 
fare provided by the Bund. A number of 
men, most of whom have unsavoury reputa~ 








tions already, have organized gangs to handle 
cargo and are charging extortionate rates for 
doing so, If their demands are not met, and 





‘merchants seck to do the work with other 
coolies, the cargo is invariably damaged be- 
tween the pontoon at which it is landed, and 
the lorries which are to take it to its ultimate 
destination, unless arrangements are made 
with the chiefs of these gangs for “protection” 
at a consideration. A number of firms realiz~ 
ing that little or nothing satisfactory is being 
done to curb these practices have com= 
pounded with these bad elements and are 
Paying the necessary squeeze. Complaints 

ich have been made to the municipal’ 

have not had the effect it was| 
hoped they would. The official attitude scems 
to be that in the absence of regulated prices 
for handling cargo the matter is one for 
private arrangement between owners and 
handlers, and that, beyond the ordinary pro- 
tection afforded by the Police in the course 
of their normal duties, nothing more need be 
done. With that attitude many merchants in 
Shanghai emphatically disagree and in that 
they are supported by this journal. The 
existence of “racketcering” in acity isa stand 
ing reproach to that city's government and it 
is the more reprehensible when it is winked 
‘it in cireumstances such as those in which 
Shanghai finds itself to-day. It is, therefore, 
most strongly yjged that the time has come 
for the whole haphazard system of cargo| 
handling on the Bund to be thoroughly re- 
formed and some sort of order be brought qut 
Of the existing lawless chaos. 

With the Municipal Council in the dimcult| 
and anxious times through which it is passing 
there is every sympathy, but it has to be fe- 
membered that local ‘merchants are not 
having any particularly rosy time themselves. 
‘Nevertheless they are still either paying their| 
‘dues to the municipality or are stilt obligated| 
to do so, and they have every right to expect 
the authorities to extend all possible protec- 
tion to them in the carrying on of their busi~ 
nesses from which they have to find the 
wherewithal to meet thelr liabilities. ‘There 
is a mutual responsibility in existence which 
it would be as well for all parties to recognize, 
There is much nowadays towards which the 
authorities may excusably turn a blind eye, 
‘as for examplo the cluttering of the streets 
with all manner of obstructions, and the 
‘emptying of night soil carts into the sewers| 
Jong after the hours when normally these 
vehicles shauld be off such thoroughfares, but 
the criminal activities of these Bund gangs 
most certainly do not come within such a 
category. That they are criminals goes with- 
out saying, for though the official attitude| 
may be that the handling of cargo is a matter 
of private arrangement, the naked fact is 
that it is a private arrangement made under 
the threat of damage—blackmail! It is urged 
with all the earnestness possible that this is 
a state which cannot be tolerated; that it sets 
the authority of the municipality’ at defiance, 
jand constitutes an unwarrantable burden| 
upon the small remnants of trade which is 
still left (o this. city. Not only that, the 

“milking” of the poor farmers from Pootung| 
who are doing their best to help maintain the| 
supplies of foodstuffs to this city is something| 
which should be stopped ax much on the 
‘grounds of expediency as in the interests of| 
‘good government. 

It is not as if the remedy would be hard to 
find. "It has been suggested that the establish 
ment of a tariff of charges for handling cargo 
should be immediately put into force. There| 
is no insuperable obstacle to that being done, 
while the matter is rendered all the more 
easy of enforcement by the fact that most of| 
the small amount of cargo moving in or out 
of Shanghai is handled along the short dis~ 
tance between Avenue Edward Vit and the 
Public Gardens, a distance of a few hundred 
yards which should present no difficulty so 
far as adequate supervision is concerned. In 
this and certain other matters this journal is 
by no means content with the official assur 
‘ance that it cannot be done. If there were 
‘ll the precedents in the world to support 
such a view, it would still be argued, with 
quite a fair amount of reason to reinforce it, 
that, in unprecedented times, precedents are 
not ‘always to be applied, that times come 
when action is required, leaving the talking 
about it for afterwards.’ Such a time is this 
through which we are passing, and the 
climination of these rogues, preying upon tho| 
proper trade of this Settlement, is something 
which should immediately be ‘put in hand. 
This is not to be taken as criticism of the 
Council or its staff. Probably none appre- 
ciate better the problems with which, they 
fare confronted and the excellent mantier in 
which they have been and are being dealt 
with ‘than this journal. “But it is suggested, 
that the time has arrived when in this matter 
the authority of the municipality should be: 
vindicated in no uncertain manner, and that! 
this very serious complaint should receive the 
favourable consideration it most certa

‘was established. Peiping, shorn of all its 
former glories and dignities as the capital of 
a vast country, felt itself very much the 
neglected stepchild due to its treatment by 
Nanking, and the attempts to bring about a 
closer relationship between the old and the 
new capitals were never wholly successful, 
‘The very fact that the citizenry had carefully 
stored away their five-barred flags soems to 
be an indication that they anticipated the 
time when they would again become neces- 
sary, when the southern control under which 
they’ were restive would be replaced by some= 
thing else they could better understand, Tt 
fs doubtful whether at any time the ideologies 
which animated the southern leaders ever 
took firm hold in the north, which even in 
purely republican days still’ retained much 
Fespect, if not affection for the old imperial 
régime. Indeed when the-ambitions of Yuan 
Shih-kai and Chang Chun are recalled they 
prove that the yearning after the old things 
had not then diminished; the republican idea 
hhad taken no very strong root and it is doubt- 
ful whether the prineiples for which the Kuo 
mintang stood have since made any better 
growth. For the North has always been 
‘more conservative than the South and the 
hankering after the things of old still re~ 
mains, From that point of view the Japanese 
in serving their ends could have done nothing. 
‘adroiter than to select men, well on in years 
though they may be, who are familiar names 
amongst the people over whose destinies they 
have been invited to assist in presiding. 

- Whether Han Fu-chu will join the body of 
the northern elect remains to be seen, ‘The 
landing of Japanese forees on the north bank 
of the Yangtze and thelr progress towards 
Yangchow, suggests that a movement is being, 
initiated which will foree the Central Govern- 
ment’s troops to retreat from the Tientsin~ 
Pukow Railway, whereupon Shantung should 
fall easily into Japanese hands, and Han Fu~ 
chu, should he have refrained from offering 
active resistance to the invaders, may retain 
his provincial governorship even if he is not 
translated to a higher sphere, It has been 
suggested that as Japan invades other por- 
tions of China—and to all intents and pur~ 
poses she seems bent on denying any remnant 
‘of territory which might remain in the hands 
of the present government access to the sea— 
the authority of the newly-established govern- 
ment in Peiping would be extended through= 
out the captured territory. But this would 
give rise tq considerable difculty, and might 
embarrass Japan to the extent of obliging her 
{0 maintain yarvisons in the occupied areas 
for the purpose of ensuring that the will of 
Peiping should prevail. The dislike which 
the North has always ‘had of the South is 
reciprocated and itis extremely doubtful whe~ 
ther the Intter would accept the government 
of the North unless it were forced upon them. 
It is mote likely that the Japanese will seck 
to form new autonomies as the various dis 
triets fall before their invasion, appointing 
men as well known locally as those which 
they have selected in the north, all kenit 
together in a loose federation over which 
Japan would maintain a controlling hand. 

It does not matter which policy is adopted, 
for both of them have their disadvantages, 
though the latter may prove the more con- 
venient from the Japanese point of view. 
Naturally the question of Chinese obligations 
to the Powers will have to receive the more 
careful attention, ‘The assurances that Japan 
iuiven that they will be most serupulously 
respected will be accepted as the basis upon 
which the future can be considered. ‘Thus it 
is to be believed that the service of the loans 
secured upon the revenue-producing. organs 
of the government will be continued as here~ 
tofore, the question of how the various 
autonomies should pay their appropriate 
shares being a matter for subsequent negotia~ 
jon.

A QUESTION OF HONOUR

When it was announced that the “areas 
north of the Soochow Civek would be 
re-opened to former foreign residents as from 
December 15, this journal pointed out that 
the conditions under which the Japanese were 
permitting the return were unsatisfactory. 
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‘That opinion has been proved to be correct 
by the small number of persons who have 
availed themselves of the opportunity of thus 
relurning to their former homes, and what at 
first appeared to be a pleasant, if somewhat 
Belated gesture on the part of the Japanese 
authorities hus turned out to be completely 
ineffectual and to be causing no little irritation. 
‘The re-opening of these important industrial 
areas may be a small matter in comparison 
with the other problems with whieh the Japan- 
‘ese have fo deal, but their apparent reluctance 
to do so is capable of just the same criticism 
as their attitude on other and more important 
issues, Japan has repeatedly given the world 
fat large assurances that foreign interests in 
China, and, of course, Shanghai, would be 
protected. “On the major questions, as on tt 
comparatively minor one, the Impression has 
gained ground, and seems repeatedly to be 
emphasized by various unfortunate cccur- 
ences, that Japan speaks with the suasive 
volee of Jacob, but acts with the hairy hands 
of. Esau, It is bacause of that fact that so 
much resentment is being expressed in the 
British and American Press. Japanese words 
‘and actions are not congruous, giving rise to 
‘a great deal of suspicion which would never 
exist had the two more nearly coincided. 
‘That is definitely the situation in Shanghai 
‘over the question of the rehabilitation of those 
areas upon which most of the future fortunes. 
‘of Shanghai depend and the livelihood of its 
citizens, and it is desirable that the attention 
of the Japanese authorities responsible should 
bbe drawn to the fact that they are in honour 
bound to see that the general promises and 
assurances which have been given shell be 
promptly observed. 

By the continued exclusion of neutral for~ 
‘eigners and their employees from the in 
dustrial areas north of Soochow Creek it is 
claimed that the Japanese are inflicting un 
‘necessary damage upon’ the residents of 
‘Shanghai, Shanghat is unable to get back to 
work; hundreds of thousands of Chinese de~ 
‘pendent upon Shanghal's industry are deprived 
‘of employment, and, are rapidiy joining the 
ranks of the destitute; Chinese business leaders 
and their capital are going elsewhere and the 
‘economic life of this great city is being swiftly 
brought to a complete standstill. ‘There is 
not one iota of justification for this, Putting 
aside for a moment the propriety of what 
amounts to a forcible seizure of the districts 
in question for a Japanese military adventure. 
and assuming that such action necessitated 
the use of the areas for the maintenance and 
supply of Japanese armies around Shanghai 
‘when the Chinese forces were in the vicinity, 
it is pointed out that the Japanese have now 
gone sq far afield that Hongkew, Wayside and 
Yangtszepoo no longer form the only available 
base, that the whole of the Yangtze from 
Woosung to Nanking is, or should soon be 
available for the maintenance of the Japanese 
forees in this part of China. Except for the 
normal Naval Landing Party there is no need 
to garrison that part of Shanghai and it fol~ 
lows that no military requirement is being 
served by a continuance of the present state 
of affairs, Of the convenience of the port 
for the handling of war material and stores 
there is not the slightest question; nor is there 
any reason why the Japanese should not con 
Unue to avail themselves of such facilities 
without interfering with the normal life of 
the Seltlement. Such an arrangement is not 
incapable of being put into effect, and the 
purposes of Japan would be just as well 
served without ineurring the reproach in- 
volved in the present state of affairs. 

What is the Japanese policy? Shanghai 
knows what it has been told, and sees what 
is happening. ‘The spoken policy indicates a 
desire to do as little harm as possible, its 
demonstration in action suggests a complete 
veelelessness of consequences, or even a wish 
to do.as much damage as possible. ‘Through- 
‘out thes last few months millions in this 
part of the Yangtze delta have fled before the 
advéneing Japanese forces, hundreds of 
thousands have left *banghai district and the 
exodus though reduced has by no means 
stopped. ‘The business, and, consequently, 
the revenues of this port have been reduced 
to comparatively nothing, and though with 
undorstanding of these facts and the taking 
‘of appropriate action these conditions may 
prove" only temporary, a prolongation of the 
existing state of yffairs may reduce Shang- 
hai and this part of China to the condition 
of an empty shell, as valueless to the con 
querors as it now is to the vanquished. The 
huge organization of one of the biggest ports 
in the world has been brought to a standstill 
\d unless it is speedily put back into opera 
n will irretrievably collapse, the final blow 
to foreign intorests here which Japan has s0/ 
often promised to respect, How much damage 
Japan does to, her own interests by inaction 
in this matter is entirely her own concern, 
but when it is realized that out of the Customs 
revenues of this country Japan will seek to 
seeure indemnification for her campaign, it is 
apparent that she would best be served by 
the: early restoration of the souree of such 
yevenues, namely trade. ‘There will be no: 
rieh peat in, this particular oyster if the 
present state ‘of affairs is allowed to con~ 
tinue indefinitely, and instead of the prizes| 
Japan may hope’ to extract from this area 
there will be nothing but ruination and 
despair, ‘Those are material considerations 
which should surely appeal to the business 
instinets of the Japanese, but this journal 
laces the matter on a higher plane by insist 
ing that the greater. question involved is that 
of Japanese honour, In the best interests’ of 
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that essentially-important quality it is urged 
that the time has come for the fulfilment of 
oft-repeated promises. 








IN MANCHOUKUO 
Dec, 20. 

Ever since the commencement of the so- 
called "China Incident” -Manchoukuo has 
passed completely out of the picture. A deep 
silence has settled over that country, and it 
{s difficult to find out what is really happen~ 
ing there, ‘This is partly due to the rigid 
censorship on all news emanating from those 
parts and to the strict surveillance exercised 
over all visitors who try and leave the beaten 
track. But another reason: why Manchuokuo 
hhas passed from the news is that its former 
rapid and sensational progress has come to a 
‘sudden stop. This is due to the fact that the 
former bountiful inflow of capital from Japan 
of over two hundred million Yen a year has 
ceased completely. “The money is more 
urgently required clsewhere. Even the 
South Manchurian Railway has had some 
dimculty, it is said, in borrowing money for 
its ordinary daily requirements, ‘The Fushun 
colliery and all the olher big undertakings 
belonging to this once all-powerful concern 
have now been taken over by the Kuantung. 
Army. "The former managers and directors 
fof these undertakings have been put into. 
uniform and now have ta take their orders: 
from the economic exports of the Kuantung 
Army staff, Manchuokuo, in‘fact, is being 
rapidly converted from a peaceful’ go-ahead 
trading community into an armed military 
base. ‘Trade generally is very dull, partly 
owing to a heavy increase in taxation, but 
chiefly owing to the rigid limitation o¢ all 
imports and the severe currency regulations, 
All'building and other construction work has 
been stopped, and visitors comment on the 
Keneral air of gloom, as compared with the 
‘mosphere of bustling prosperity of only a 
year ago, 
‘The attitude of the Chinese population 
is one of indifference and pessimism, though 
fone hears many secret good wishes for 
the success of China. ‘There is such a 
strict censorship over ail incoming mails and 
newspapers and even over broadeasting, 
that the great mass of the population 
knows scarcely anything of what is going on, 
except what they are strictly permitted to 
hear from Japanese sources. The idea of 
any possibility of a general rising is con- 
sidered utterly fantastic, It is true that early 
jon in the Sino-Japanese ¢onfliet there were 
three, quite serious mutinies of Manchuokuo 
troops: one in the vicinity of Mukden itself, 
fone on the line between Harbin and Pograni- 
chnaya, and one in Jehol. But all three were 
immediately suppressed, with heavy loss of 
life, chiefly with the help of aeroplanes. Many 
Japanese officers attached to these troops 
lost their lives, especially in Jehol where a 
Japanese general and his staff are said to have 











been killed: Sinee then these native levies 


have been more or less disarmed; they are 
given no ammunition except when on active 
service: when in barracks their rifles are kept 
under lock and key by Japanese non-com-| 
missioned officers; and exact and detailed 
lists of the men's families have been drawn| 
up. About thirty thousand of these Man- 
ehuokuo troops have been sent out of the 
country to garrison the towns and lines of 
communication in East Hopeh, Charhar and 
Sulyuan. The former boast of the Japanese 
that before long, in a Russian-Japanese war, 
Manchuokuo armies would be found ghting 
shoulder to shoulder with their Japanese 
brothers remains an idle dream. Nor do the 
realists of the Japanese General Staff count 
on them in any such emergency. 

‘The strength of the Japanese forces in 
‘Manchuokuo remains a. subject of much 
speculation. The nearest approach to any 
estimate, by military experts, lies anywhere 
between three and four hundred thousand for 
Manchoukuo and Korea together. ‘They are 
‘grouped in three big concentrations towards 
the Siberian ffontier on each of the three 
railways that radiate west, north and east 
from Harbin, with a strong reserve in Korea, 
‘The Russians, it is known, have been con- 
centrating oven larger forces, with large 
numbers of planes and tanks, along thei 
frontier. In the summer and autumn travel- 
Jers returning via Siberia reported having 
‘seen train after train running east with troops 
and material, though in recent weel:s this 
movement appears to have fallen off. The 
Russian attitude remains as much of a 
mystery as ever. Not even in Harbin, where, 
as always, there is the usual talk of’ an im- 
minent war between Japan and Russia, do 
they seem to know anything of the latier’s 
plans or real intentions. The place is full of 
tumours of daily bickerings on the frontier 
which da not appear in the Press. These 
though not important in themselves might, 
it is feared, one day toad to a major conflict. 
Wig no secret that the junior officers of the 
Kuantung Army are saying quite openly that 
now is the right time to settle accounts with 
Russia, as she is completely disorganized and 
5 Germany would assist Japan by launching 
an attack against her in the West. This view, 
‘no doubt, is not hold in responsible quarters 
in ‘Tokyo, but then unfortunately, “as has 
already been shewn in China, the control of 
the Tokyo government over its military com- 
manders operating on the mainland is by 
no means effective, And if any of them 
though Mt to start trouble on his own ac- 
‘count, the government would be foreed to 
support him in the end. 























THE, TSINGTAO MILLS 
Dec, 21, 
‘What has happened in Tsingtao might have 





been expected from recent occurrences, though 
it is doubtful whether anyone thought it 
possible after such a lapse of time from the 
commencement of the hostilities. ° When the 


Japanese handed over their concession at 
Hankow to the Chinese suthorities, who un- 
dertook the care and protection of the Japan- 
ese there, considerable comment was 
voiced at the singularity of a proceeding in 
‘which an enemy country expected its foe to 
{ake due care of its interests while engaged in 
hostilities against it, Paradoxieal as that un 
doubtedly was there appeared to be more 
reason behind it than was at first apparent, 
and when a similar arrangement-was effected 
with regard to Tsingtao it seemed that there 
Vere ‘stil! some elements of common sense 
{ about the situation which was. badly needed. 
‘The Japanese, it seemed, were of the opinion 
that Han Fucchu would either endeavour to 
| kcep aloof from the struggle or declare him- 
self on their side, while in Government circles 
and in the Chinese press the question of 
Han Fu-chu's loyalty ‘was freely canvassed, 
the ‘general idea being that too much de- 
pendence should not be placed upon it, ‘The 
Governor of Shantung’ appeared to” have 
[adopted an enigmatical attitude throughout, 
probably in his own best interests—at least 
0 it was thought—and to have been as much 
mystery to Nanking as he was to Tokyo, 
‘That Japanese still held the opinion that he 
might be induced to side with them is de- 
monstrated by the fact that in connection 
with the establishment of the provisional go 
‘emment in Peiping last week the matter was 
‘openly discussed as to whether he would not 
eventually be induced to take part therein, 
The question appears now to have been 
answered in the most emphatic manner and 
Han Fu-chu may now be considered as rank= 
ing himself with the Nanking Government in 
continuing to offer resistance to Japanese 
aggression, 

Up to last Saturday the undertaking to 
protect, Japanese property in Shantung had 
been fairly well observed. It was not 
always as successful as could be desired, for 
‘soon after November 15, when the Yellow 
River bridge-was blown'up by the Chinese 
troops in order to delay the Japanese advance, 
it was reported that provincial troops were 
looting Japanese properties in the province, 
while it was also alleged that members of 
the Peace Preservation Corps ‘unpaid for 
‘months were stealing cotton from the Japanese 
textile mills in ‘Tsingtao and selling it in the 
‘open market at prices much below prevalling 
rates, Han Fucehu had issued a proclamation 
punishing looting with death, but this did 
not seem a sufficient deterrent, and the 
practice was continued despite endeavours to 
stop it, ‘The provincial governor doing the 
best he could, and preparing against invasion 
of his territory was under considerable pres- 
sure all round, not only from both Nanking 
and Tokyo, but also from his awn people, for 
Urgent representations were being continual- 
ly made to him, by religious organizations 

ricultural’ guilds to keep out of the 
showing there was not that unanimity 
within his own province which would have 
satisfactorily strengthened his hands when he 
came to make his final decision, ‘There was 
‘much in the local argument that he could best 
serve his own interests and those of his 
province by keeping out of the struggle, and 
at one time it was reported, that he was doing, 
this by adopting an attitude of neutrality in= 
volved in denial of passage through his tor~ 
ritory to either of the contending armies, It 
that were indeed the ease le appears to have 
been doing it with the consent of Nanking, 
and if, as is suggested, the Japanese mills 
were fired by direct otders of the Central 
Government then it is clear that Han Fu-chu, 
nno matter what he might have intended him= 
self, has clearly had his boats burned for 
him, foreing him to abandon his attempted 
neutrality or at any rate embroiling him with 
the Japanese. 


Of the propriety of the destruction of this 
property there will be much question, There 
will be many who will contend that un= 
dertakings once given should be adhered to, 
and that the mills should have been maintai 
ed intact until they could be restored to thel 
owners. ‘That normally would seem to be a 
good argument, but in a world where it is 
being argued that international contracts are 
only good while conditions in which they 
‘were entered into remain unchanged, it will 
be contended that the arrangement was only 
provisional upon the continuance of the state 
of affairs existing at the time the arrangement 
was made. If that point is urged it will be 
a cynical adoption of a plea which Japan has 
herself made use of in other connections. 
Apart from that, however, it is to be regretted 
‘that this destruction has beon done, It invites 
the Japanese to enter Tsingtao and brings 
the hostilities right into the heart of the 
delightful northern seaside resort and may 
imperil those excellent properties which for- 
eigners have of recent years been developing 
inits environs, Nevertheless in view of all that 
‘has happened. during the past. four months it 
would be unjust to condemn the Chinese 
action too roundly. ‘They are naturally 
resentful over much of the bombing. which 
has occurred in the interior, whether justifl- 
able or not, and if they adopt the practice of 
doing as much damage to their enemy, if and 
when they eah, itis well within thelr rights 
to do so. But ultimately all this will have 
to be paid for, and humanly speaking it looks 
‘as though the’ bill will be presented to China, 
‘no matter what form her government may by 
then have assumed, ‘That account will be 
heavy, and unless such acts as these have a 
very definite military value, from the point of 
view of ultimate repayment it might be much 
the wiser to refrain from them,

BEYOND THE CREEK 


‘The announcement that the distrlets north of 
‘the Soochow Creek would be opened to former 
sesidents as from 8 am. on Dee. 15 will un- 
doubtedly ladden the hearts of many who for 
four months have been deprived of the nse of thelr 
homes, but It has to be pointed out that the 
concession which the Japanese authorities have 
‘made In this respect 1s but a small contribution 
towards the restoration of those areas fo their 
full working value, Tt may be found that the 
conditions which the authorities have imposed 
fre altogether too irksome to make life for 
forelgmers.in Hongkew, Wayside and Yangtsze- 
‘Poo either convenient or enjoyable. “On the 
other hand the arrangement now made, imper= 
fect though it is, may be regarded as a step in 
the right direction and on that score is to be 
weleome, What Shanghal so earnestly desires, 
however, 1s some scheme whereby” the ine 
dustrial facilities of the place may be restored 
to full working order. That it has every rea: 
son to expect, more particularly under the os- 
surances which have been given that Japan 
desires to interfere as little as possible with 
the interests of neutrals in China. Those in- 
terests, locally, have been ‘and are still being 
impalred through lack of opportunity to. get 
back to work and the longer the resumption 
‘of normal activities is delayed the more does 
the neutral suffer. Tt is not too much to hope 
‘that the Japanesg authorities will give this as- 
pect of the ease thelr most sympathetic con- 
sideration and by producing a more workable 
and extensive scheme contribute to the redue- 
tlon of the damage which is stilt being done, 











‘TO BRITISH WOMEN 


Th the course of the next few days the British 
‘Women's Association will Issue’ thelr annual 
appeal to members for support for thelr 
Social Service Board. In that appeal the ex- 
‘ecutive committee of the association draws 
attention of members to the fact that the gen- 
eral situation in Shanghai is worse than it has 
bbeen,at any other time in its history, and must 
deterlorate for some time to come. ‘The Social 
Service Board has no regular income and has 
depended upon rants from the Shanghai Race 
Club and ‘the British Chamber of Commerce 
‘and private donations, and in view of present 
conditions it is feared’ that the supply of funds 
from these sources may diminish. "As it 
thoy are inadequate to meet all. the needs of 
the Board in paying school fees, mille and 
Subsistence allowances to varlous families and 
old ladies who have no other means of sup- 
port. As an initial effort in the drive for funds 
fn entertainment is being given at the Country 
Club on Friday which it Is hoped will be 
thoroughly well supported, Shanghal haa done 
splendidly in the matter of subseribing to the 
various funds for the relist of suffering China 
and the British community no less well than 
‘others, but members of the B.W.A, are remind- 
‘ed that much as they have given in response to 
‘other appeals that which Is now addressed to 
‘comes closer home with » inereased 
polgancy. ‘The magnitude of the suffering 
Which the Chinese are enduring should not 
blind British oyes to the actions of an_un- 
happily large section of their own community, 
‘and if demands this year are groater than they 
hhave been in the past. and oven if the ability to 
respond has been decreased, yot It is earnestly 
Lurged that a special endeavour should be made 
to-make sure that the Social Service Board Is 
in receipt of sufleient of the wherewithal to 
perform its much needed work of merey.

Ja to throw any additional work upon the 
Police foree, which deserves a rest Just as much 
85, If not more than most other people, the 
oneession which has been granted should be 
Fogarded as ample. But i a slight further 
‘concession along the line suggested above can 
be made. without throwing too much work 
‘upon the forces of the International Settlement 
‘and French Concession it would add to the 
ialoty of the season and be of great bencfit to 
the providers of amusement, who for the last 
four’ months have been having a somewhat 
thin time, 














HANGCHOW'S FATE, 


With the Japanese forees advancing on Hang 
‘chow from three directions the fate of that city 
‘amidst beautiful surroundings seems to be hang- 
ing in the balance. It {s to be hoped that it will 
survive the struggle with as comparatively little 
damage done to it as is reported to have been 
the case at Soochow. With regard to the popu 
tion there has been plenty of time for” the 
greater number of the residents to have fled 
Into the country to the south, but even then 
anxlety is felt concerning the fate of thore left 
‘behind, One suggestion put forward was that 
fone of the islands in the West Lake might be 
‘used asa neutral zone, but whether that has. 
received the endorsement of the Chinese and 
Japanese commands has not been made clear 
‘Nevertheless, judging from the manner in whieh 
the refugees in Nanking’s safety zone emerged 
comparatively unharmed from that aren which 
‘was unrecognized, there should be, with for- 
bearance on either side, a minimum of harm 
done to those civilians who may be unable to 
‘escape from the threatened city. Military 
necessity is rarely considerate of th purely 
‘esthetic, but again it is to be hoped that as 
mach care will be taken as possible to see that 
the beautiful temples and other buildings of rare 
charm shall remain uninjured. It would be a 
Seplorable thing if the historic beauties of 
Hangehow were reduced to rulns, and many. 
who have sn affection for Ching and these 
witnesses to her age-old culture wilt walt with 
considerable anxiety until the fate of the city 
fand its environs is decided one way or the 
other. That Hangehow is to be strongly de- 
fended Is indicated by the trench system which 
Is being constructed around the city, but it is 
slated “that General Hwang Hstao-hsun will 
employ a new kind of defence strategy. If he 
{does, itis to be hoped that it will be of a nature 
‘which will gave this heaven below.

UNSPORTING TRESPASS 


‘Two impenitent correspondents reply _to| 
Honsty and. this journal in the correspondence 
columns to-day.

Ironically 
enough, it was arranged that they 
should ‘board a tug at 9 am. roughly 
‘when the attack on the British ships: 
took’ place. 

‘At 8 am. on Sunday,.the British 
Lumber “Company's ship. ‘Tsingtat 
arrived at the shipping concentratior 
from Nanking, carrying on board 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lovalt-Fraser, 
British Military” Attache, Mr. Pri- 
deaux-Brune, HLM. Consul at” Nan- 
king, and “Capt, O'Donnell, Flag 
Captain to Reat-Admiral Holt, ‘The 
party transferred to the Ladybird on 
thelr arrival. 

Disturbed at Breakfast 

“AL 830 pm, we were disturbed 
at ‘breakfast by machine-gun fire 
from’ the shore, which was sending | 
bullets ‘spattering all around the 
Tsingtah.” explained — Lieutenant 
Crichton. “We then proceeded up to 
Wuhu to find out what was happen- 
ing. We started to weigh anchor, 
fand just then shells from shore bat 
teries began to whistle over the ship. 
Ik seemed ‘that the only thing to do 
wos to continue on our way, and 
draw away the fire from the British 
‘shipping concentration, and make our 
identity known to the Japanese. 

“Two seamen, working under shell-

The only 
reason’ why the Japanese stopped 
firing was that they could not depress 
thelr guns any lower, so close were 
we to the shore. 
MMS. Bee Fired On

British Women and Babies Will Be Evacuated: Skeleton | 
Crew to Race Erection of Boom 


Shanghai, Dec. 19, 


'ANNED by a skeleton crew, and with twenty British women 
‘and their children on board, H.MS. Capetown, which has 
been bottled up at Hankow since hostilities opened, is now making 


a dash for Shanghai and safety. 


‘Most of her officers and crew, 


250 men in all, travelled down to Hongkong by train during the 
early part of October, and the handful of men now on board the: 
British cruiser is performing almost herculean tasks in an attempt| 
to get past the new boom which is being erected between Kiukiang 
and Hankow before the river is closed. 

‘The Capetown was to leave Hankow yesterday, and should 
she get through safely, she will be followed by a British river 
steamer carrying a latge number of British and other foreign 


women and children, 
the escort of H.M.S, Gnat. 


News of the unexpected and sud- 
den decision was received yesterday 
from Hankow through Reuter. ‘The’ 
news service reported that the British 
‘eruiser, whieh has been bottled up in 
the middio. reaches of the Yangtze 
River” since hostilities opened » in 
August and the frst boom across the 
river was closed at Klangyin, was 
preparing to leave at noon yesterday 
fora quick dash. for Shanghai.

In September _a largely attended 
meeting of the Far Eastern Section 
of the London Chamber of Com 
merce was held to discuss matters 
affecting British interests in cor 
nestion with the war, at which the 
Loudon Committee was represented.

‘As successor to Bishop John, who 
left for Eusove in. the ss, Victoria, 
Bishop Juvenalius has arrived here 
from.

In spite of his sixty 
years, he is one of the most energetic 
as well-as popular of Russian hier~ 
archs. “When twenty years old, he 
ook the cloth in the famous White 
‘Mountain Monastery in the Perm dis- 
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ttiet, A gifted organizer, Archimand~ 
rit _Juvenalius soon established the 
Phavorsky Monastery on the banks 
fof the Kama; but when the Revolu- 
tion broke out he was forced to leave 
for Manchuria together with the rest 
‘of his monks. From there he pro- 
fcceded to Siberia, where he stayed 
for about two years, 

Returning to” Harbin in 1923. he 
founded the new Kazansky Monastery 
fon the other side of the Sungari, and 
in a fow years lifted it to a remark- 
fable prosperity. A Cathedral was 
built, spacious quarters for the per- 
‘sonei, tivo. adjoining hospitals ‘and 
feven ‘a printing plant from which 
pamphlets and periodicals of religious 
character spread. all over the Par 
East, For his outstanding service, 
he was in 1935 made a Bishop and 
‘was appointed the representative of 
the Russian Orthodox Mission in 
‘Sinkiang’ (Chinese Turkestan). On 
‘account of political difculties, how- 
ever, he was unable to reach his 
destination. For the past year Bishop 
‘Juvenalius has resided in Dairen. On 
huis arrival here he was met by the 
clergy and offieials of the community.

BRITAIN’S FIRM PROTEST OVER INCIDENT 


Strong Representations Lodged in Tokyo: Yangtze 
River Attacks Related in Commons 


London, Dee, 14. 
‘The British Ambassador In ‘Tokyo 
(Sir Robert Craigie) had made a 
strong protest to the Japanese For~ 
ign Minister (Mr. ‘Kok! Hirota) 
‘against the attacks made on British: 
shipping by the Japanese during the 
‘week-end, Mr, Anthony Eden, the 
Forelgn Secretary, announced in the 
House of Commons yesterday. 

‘Mr, Hirota, Mr, Eden added. had 
promised to. make on immediate 
Inquiry. 

“he Forelgn Secretary's statement 
was in reply to a private question by 
Mr, C. R, Attlee, the Leader of the 
Labour Opposition, 

"I regret to say." Mr. Eden de- 
clared, “that several attacks were 
‘made ‘on Sunday by Japanese forces 
on foreign shipping, Including His 
‘Majesty's ships on the” Yangtze River. 

"A concentration of British mer- 
chant shipping, with His Majesty's 
ships Cricket ana Scarab In company 
ata spot between Nanking and 
Wuhu, ‘were attacked with tombs 
three ‘times, but fortunately without 
fa hit being registered. 

“His Majesty's ships ‘opened fire in 
return, with no reported result.

‘The Japanese civil, military and 
aval authorities in Shanghai” were 
Immediately informed, and have 
undertaken to warn ‘the Japanese 
forces in the feld. 

“The seriousness of these incidents,” 
‘Mr, Eden concluded, “needs no em- 
phasis, but in view of the grave

A COUNTRY DIARY 


Dee, 14.—Watched a Kingfisher this morning 
‘beautiful, exeitable and ‘for centuries)

onwards. Such thoughts came to my mind 
‘Quite naturally when T remembered that we are 
Just approaching the winter solstice (December 
22), concerning which Arisiotle wrote: —seven 
days before and seven days after the solstice the 
ssea remains calm and the Kingllsher (Haleyon) 
bbullds her nest; and in the latter seven days 
‘occupies herself with eges and young: the nest 
is in the shape of a cucumber and larger than 
the largest sponge....the mouth of the nest is 
‘small so that when the sea rises it does not got 
inside....it has, however, several holes like a 
‘sponge ‘and appears to be’ made of the bones of 
sh," Poot old Aristotle! He apparently took 
‘many. of his observations from hearsay. so that 
“fact” became much mixed with fiction: yot 
Aristotle was the first naturalist known 0 
history and it was he who blazed the trail for 
‘Ul the world’s biologists, ‘The ideo that this 
bird built its nest in winter was probably based 
fon the fact that the Kingfisher was a migrant 
in Greece and was most often seen in winter 
fon the shores of the Aigean sca where it stayed 
to feed.,..but the ancients knew nothing of 
migration” ‘movements and took it for granted 
that all birds must visit a country for purposes 
of nesting. it’s a long long trail from a Shang 
hal ereek in 1937 to a town in ancient Greece 
nearly 400 years before the birth of Christ... 
yet here Xam looking at that same beautiful 
bird....and here we all are still talking of 
“haleyon days,” because Aristotle told the world 
that the sea ‘was calm for that fortnight in 
December when Haleyon built its nest!
